Key to Korean 
Conflict Told 
To Rotarians 


“Whether Korea is to become 

democratic or communist is not 
the main issue of the Korean war, 
but whether all free nations will re- 
main free of Soviet Russia’s or- 
ganized movement,” Dr. Gail Ce- 
and, former chief of American Po- 
litical Education in Korea told Al- 
bany Rotarians at the Monday 
luncheon, 
Using “Korean War” as his sub- 
ject, Dr. Celand said that United 
Nations are fighting a war by 
proxy. 

“In five short years Russia trans- 
formed northern Korea from a 
peace-loving nation into a fanatic 
race to promote plans of the Krem- 
lin,” he said. 

During the two years after World 
War II, Celand said the U. §. Pub- 
lic Information Bureau taught dem- 
ocracy on a national level to 20 
million Koreans. 

“Most of our work was aecom- 
plished throug! use of pictures,” he 
said, “since 80 per cent of the 
Koreans were unable to read or 
write. We taught over a million 
peasants to read and write their 
own language.” 

Meanwhile,. north of the 38th 
parallel, the Russians were system- 
izing a communist program, He 
said those standing in the way were 
exterminated or sent to slave labor 
camps in Russia, while thousands 
of Korean youngsters were sent to 
Siberia for- communistic indocrina- 
tion. 

At the same time the Russians 
were sending a stream of propa- 
ganda to the people. stating that 
“the great Red Army defeated Ja- 
pan,” that the “Americans were ont 
to colonize Korea” and that “Rus- 
sian reconstruction program was 
superior to» the» American -Plan.” 
All this led to the outbreak of the 
war last June, he said,
